"Greensboro  College  is  one  of  the  finest  colleges 
in  the  area  for  a  small  college.  We  are  because 
the  quality  of  students  present  make  this  so.  " 


State.  Coach  Sloan  replied  that  he  didn't  know 
really  and  didn't  care  as  long  as  he  continued  to 
play  as  he  has  been  at  State.  " 


"They  bring  with  them,  their  own  air  of  back- 
ground combined  with  their  distinct  person- 
alities and  their  ideals  and  opinions.  As  long 
as  Greensboro  College  can  continue  to  attract 
students  like  these,  we  will  never  be  in  trou- 
ble". " 


"I'm  not  saying  that  all  Greensboro  College  stu- 
dents are  perfect  students  and  they  never  make 
mistakes.  Those  students  that  have  been  disci- 
plined by  the  court  systems  here  on  campus  are 
some  of  the  most  respected  students  in  my 
opinion.   They  had  the  courage  to  stand  up  and 
defend  themselves  for  what  they  believed  in  and 
this  is  the  most  important  thing  in  life.  " 


"The  faculty  and  administration  can  not  take  all 
the  credit  for  these  outstanding  students  because 
they  were  outstanding  to  begin  with,  we  only  aid 
them  in  their  direction  and  purpose  of  life.  " 


"Coach  Norm  Sloan,  from  North  Carolina  State 
University,  was  once  asked  if  David  Thompson 
was  a  fine  basketball  player  when  he  came  to 


"We  are  primarily  interested  in  the  two  sidps  of 
the  totem  pole  -  that  of  grace  and  restoration.  If 
you  stop  with  the  broken  ones  and  you  send  them 
away,  without  the  option  to  restore  themselves, 
we  have  failed.  As  long  as  I  have  been  here,  stu- 
dents are  always  allowed  to  return  with  one  con- 
dition; that  they  spend  one  year  at  another  insti- 
tution in  which  their  faculty  approves  them. 
Then  they  are  permitted  to  return  to  Greensboro 
College.  We  will  always  welcome  them  back.  "

"A  CHRISTIAN  SCHOOL  IS 
NOT  A  SEVEN-DAY 
SUNDAY  SCHOOL." 


"In  many  incidents,  we  may  never  come  to  a  full 
agreement,  but  we  have  always  had  a  mutual  re- 
spect for  each  other.  No  one  knows  what  can  be 
accomplished  if  you  do  something  without  trying. 
Any  way,   that's  what  a  Christian  school  is  all 
about  -  not  a  seven-day  Sunday  School.  " 

"With  the  money  situation  as  it  is  now,  we  could 
increase  the  tuition  here.  Although  some  of  the 
students  could  continue  to  afford  it  -  the  majori- 
ty of  them  could  not.   The  Methodist  Church  con- 
tributes about  one  tenth  of  the  budget  we  need,  so 
we  need  to  find  money  elsewhere.  That's  why  we 
are  going  to  the  state  legislature.  There's  also 
an  historical  answer  to  the  question.  At  the  be- 
ginning of  time,  schools  were  all  privately 
owned.  The  states  then  intervened  and  decided  to 
aid  colleges  and  universities  in  which  they  would 
own  and  support.  Some  people  opposed  this  idea 
because  they  thought  the  state  would  give  secular 
education,  destroying  the  fabric  of  education  in 
private  and  smaller  schools.   The  state  relied  on 
state  money  for  their  support  as  the  private 
schools  did  on  the  citizens  and  parents  of  the 


schools.  " 

"Within  the  last  20  years,  the  state  has  inter- 
rupted the  private  schools  and  their  funding 
by  going  to  their  citizens  and  parents  of  the 
public  schools.  So,  as  a  result,  the  state  now 
gathers  the  majority  of  the  money  -  approxi- 
mately 16  million  dollars.  Private  schools  can't 
get  money  as  readily  because  most  of  it  has  al- 
ready been  donated  to  the  state  schools.  So,  we 
ended  up  going  to  the  state  legislature  for  the 
money.  " 

"The  Capital  Fund  Drive  is  a  fund  raising  pro- 
ject in  which  we  hope  to  raise  2.  1  million  dol- 
lars. This  idea  originated  last  Spring  after  the 
self-study  report  was  done.  This  money  would 
be  allocated  to  pay  off  the  $60,000  debt  on  New 
Women's  Dorm,  the  rennovation  of  Odell  Audi- 
torium, Main  Building  and  some  minor  land- 
scaping to  the  front  campus.  " 

"We  have  already  reached  one  third  of  our  mark. 
Donations  from  the  late  Senator  Everett  Jordon 
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and  Ms.  Moore  are  to  be  used  to  rebuild  Parlor 
theater  at  their  requests.  The  other  money  will 
be  used  to  allocate  five  professorships,  loans 
and  scholarships.  " 

"The  city  of  Greensboro  has  been  surprisely 
helpful  and  very  cooperative.  Some  of  the  heads 
of  major  businesses  are  on  the  fund  raising 
committees.  " 

"Concerning  new  students,  we  wish  we  could  get 
more  international  students  for  they  are  better 
than  average  in  ability,  possess  a  cosmopolitan 
attitude  and  adjust  better.  We  would  rather  take 
good  students  to  fill  our  quota  of  650  students 
than  settle  for  less  qualified  ones,  with  a  ma- 
jority coming  in  from  the  North  Carolina  resi- 
dents. " 

"One  thing  that  really  distresses  me  is  the  fact, 
that  many  of  the  state  supported  colleges  and 
universities  have  dropped  their  foreign  lan- 
guage in  which  we  can  communicate.  How  would 


you  like  it  if  they  decided  to  drop  the  English 
language  from  their  requirements?  It's  an  in- 
sult and  they  conclude  that  we  really  don't  care 
to  take  the  time  to  learn  their  language.  " 

"The  interest  in  athletics  have  grown  tremen- 
dously and  I  hope  it  continues.  It  just  proves  that 
we  can  have  eggheads  and  jockheads  in  the  same 
school.  We  could  expand  our  facilities  but  right 
now  we  don't  have  the  money  or  the  personnel. " 

"I'm  really  concerned  about  the  students  and 
their  philosophy  of  life.  There  are  alot  of  stu- 
dents here  that  don't  know  where  they  are 
going  and  what  they  want  out  of  life.  It's  a  shame 
not  to  know  where  you're  going  and  even  worse, 
not  knowing  how  to  get  there.  Students  need  to 
clash  with  their  books  and  other  people  to  form 
their  own  philosophy  of  life,  no  matter  if  it's  on 
front  campus  or  3  o'clock  in  the  dorm  with  your 
friends.

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"More  than  two  years  after  the  initial 
break-in,  the  "long  national  night- 
mare" that  came  to  be  symbolized 
under  the  word  Watergate  reached  its 
climax  in  1974,  After  months  of  pain- 
staking investigation  and  hearings, 
Richard  M.  NLxon,  trapped  in  the 
web  of  his  words  on  the  White  House 
tapes,  facing  impeachment  by  the 
House  and  conviction  in  the  Senate, 
resigned  in  August.  Gerald  R.  Ford, 
appointed  vice  president  just  last 
year  to  replace  the  disgraced  Spiro 
Agnew  took  over  the  White  House. 


A  month  later.  Ford  reopened  the  scar  by  granting  NLxon  a 
full  pardon.  Spurred  by  Watergate,  along  with  inflation  and 
deepening  recession,  the  voters  in  November  gave  the  Dem- 
ocrats a  landslide  victory  in  Congress  and  the  nation's  state - 
houses.    At  year's  end,  during  the  trial  of  Nixon's  top  aides. 
Nelson  A.  Rockefeller,  battered  but  essentially  unscarred  by 
an  intensive  investigation  of  his  background  and  finances,  be- 
came vice  president,   putting  both  of  the  nation's  top  elective 
jobs  in  the  hands  of  men  who  had  not  been  voted  into  office. 

Around  the  world,  1974  was  a  time  of  conflict  and  change. 
Fighting  broke  out  in  Cyprus  after  a  coup  temporarily  toppled 
Archbishop  Makarios.  The  aftermath  of  the  Greek-Turkish 
confrontation  toppled  the  Greek  military  junta  and  left  a  third 
of  Cyprus  in  Turkish  hands.   In  the  Middle  East,  a  fragil  cease- 
fire held  after  troop  disengagement  accords  by  Israel  with 
Syria  and  Egypt,  despite  Arab  terrorist  raids  and  Israel 
counterattacks.  But  oil  held  the  spotlight.  Billions  of  dollars 


rolled  into  the  coffers  of  the  oil-producing  states  after  they 
quadrupled  prices.  The  vast  transfer  of  wealth,  mostly  to 
the  Arabs,  threatened  the  economics  of  the  inflation  ridden 
industrial  nations  and  raised  fears  of  world-wide  economic 
collapse.  New  leaders  surged  to  the  top  in  Japan  and  many 
nations  of  western  Europe  as  well  as  the  U.S.  Doomsayers 
had  a  field  day  as  the  world  struggled  to  face  the  mounting 
problems  of  economic  recession,  energy  shortages,  popula- 
tion growth,   increasing  consumption  of  resources  and  lack 
of  food.  Millions  in  under -developed  countries  faced  outright 
starvation. 

On  the  domestic  front,  double-digit  inflation  coupled  with 
mounting  unemployment  gave  the  nation  a  gloomy  Christmas. 
Hundreds  of  thousands  of  auto  workers  went  on  the  unemploy- 
ment rolls  as  the  expensive  1975  models  piled  up  unsold  on 
the  nation's  lots.  The  effects  of  the  recession  rippled  through 
the  economy,  idling    thousands  of  other  employes  in  other 


industries  while  the  long  lines  at  the 
gas  stations  caused  an  instant  reaction 
which  took  a  variety  of  forms  .   .   . 
lowered  thermostats,  a  55-mile 
speed  limit,  gasless  Sundays,  a 
sudden  love  affair  with  mass  transit, 
the  odd -even  system  and  special 
hours  for  selling  gasoline,  year 
round  daylight  saving  time  and 
the  like. 

1974  was  a  notable  political  year  for 
reasons  other  than  the  swearing  in  of 
a  president  and  vice-president  who  had 
not  been  elected  to  the  offices.  In 


Arkansas  J,  W.  Fulbright,  a  senator 
for  30  years,  lost  his  bid  for  re- 
election Rep.  Wilbur  Mills  despite 
his  startling  antics  with  Fannie  Foxe, 
"The  Argentine  Bombshell,  "  His  col- 
leagues in  the  House,  however,  were 
less  compassionate.  They  accepted  his 
resignation  as  chairman  of  the  power- 
ful Ways  and  Means  Committee  and 
diluted  the  powers  of  that  committee. 
During  the  year  Sen.   Edward  Kennedy 
removed  himself  as  a  presidential 
candidate.  Others  -  including  Terry 


Sanford,  president  of  Duke  University  -  edged  toward  the  ring, 
hat  in  hand.  Susie  Sharp,  the  first  woman  to  serve  as  an  as- 
sociate justice  on  the  State  Supreme  Court,  became  the  first 
woman  to  serve  as  chief  justice  of  that  court. 
There  was,   in  1974,  a  remarkable  quota  of  unusual  crimes. 
Patricia  Hearst  was  kidnapped.   Eight  National  Guardsmen 
were  indicted  on  charges  rising  from  the  1970  Kent  State 
University  riots.   In  Boston,   busing  of  school  children  led  to 
violence  and  rioting.  There  were  other  disasters  and  they 
were  tragic.  The  worst  air  crash  in  the  history  of  aviation 
left  346  persons  dead  in  France.  In  Charlotte  an  Eastern 
Air  Lines  jet  crashed  and  69  were  killed.  In  Honduras  hur- 
ricane Fifi  killed  more  than  5000  persons  and  a  cyclone 
erased  the  city  of  Darwin, 


In  1974  a  number  of  Americans  who,  in  the  truest  sense, 
belonged  to  the  world,  died.  That  prominent  list  includes 
Sam  Goldwyn,  Duke  Ellington,  Jack  Benny,  and  Chief  Justice 
Earl  Warren.  A  number  of  newsmen  died  during  the  year 
including  Chet  Huntley,  Frank  McGee,  Walter  Lippman,

Arthur  Krock,  and  Stewart  Al sop.   Mrs.  Martin  Luther  King, 
Sr.  was  killed  while  playing  the  organ  in  the  church  where 
her  famous  son,  also  assasinated,  preached  non-violence. 
Left  hander  Dizzy  Dean  died  as  did  master  of  ceremonies 
Ed  Sullivan,   singer  Mama  Cass  and  H.L.  Hunt,  who  is 
reputed  to  be  "the  richest  man  in  the  world.  " 

LENNY  and  Fellini's  AMARCORD  received  raves  from  the 
critics  whUe  long-awaited  THE  GREAT  GATSBY  and  THE 
TOWERING  INFERNO  flopped  at  the  box  offices.  Sentimenta- 
lity was  reflected  in  music  such  as  the  popular  "The  Way 
We  Were"  which  topped  the  Billboard  charts. 

Aaron  broke  the  Babe's  record  with  homer  "715.  "  Recover- 
ing the  heavyweight  crown  from  Foreman,  Ali  was  declared 
"champion.  "  Surprising  everyone.  Wake  Forest  Demon 
Deacons  trompled  over  N.  C.  State  to  win  the  Big  Four 
Tournament. 


For  students  here  at  G.C.   it  was  a 
trying  and  frustrating  year:  with  break- 
ing-in  a  new  administration  and  com- 
peting with  gas  and  sugar  inflationary 
prices  forced  many  to  stay  on  campus 
for  their  weekend  enjoyment.  Students
